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THE PROPOSED GOLOID DOLLAR. 


The telegraph reports that the pro- 


position urged by 'William Wheeler 
Hnbbell of Philadelphia for the 
adoption of his patented combination 
metal called goloid as ths standard 
coin metal of the United States, and 
in behalf of which Senator Wallace 
introduced a bill recently, has made 
a very favorable impression on a 
number of prominent Congressmen. 
Among them is Alexander H. Stapli- 
ens, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Coinage, 
Weights and 


Measures, who Tuesday requested 
the Director of the Mint to have dies 
prepared and to strike off some spec- 
imens of the goloid dollars. Dr. 
Linclerman has given the necessary 
directions to the Superintendent of 
the Philadelphia Mint and specimens 
are expected shortly. It is proposed 
that the goloid dollar shall consist of 
23G grains, to be proportioned, omit- 
ting small fractions, of silver 222 
grains, copper 20 grains and gold 9 
grains. At the present rates its gold 
value would be a little over 9j cents. 
The great advantages claimed for this 
coin are its small and convenient 
balk, its greater resistance to abra- 
sion and its tendency to remain in 
this country on account of the diffi- 
culty of resolving it into its constitu- 
ent elements. 


MINT AiTAiiss.—Director Linder- 


man estimates that the mints, run- 
ning with full force, can coin, in ad- 
dition to gold coin and fractional cur- 
rency, about three million silver dol- 
lars per month, including half a mil- 
lion trade dollars to supply Oriental 
demands,. He also states thatthe ex- 
penditures of lest than 3100,000 the 
New Orleans Mint could be placed in 
working order find coin at least five 
hundred thousand sih er dollars per 
month in addition to tha capacity of 
tho mints now in operation.

SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


The'Stateof Nevada, Respondent, vs, J. W Bover, 


Appellant. 


[OPINION BY HAWIiT, C.J.] 


When the transcript on appeal in 


this case was Sled in this Court it 
contained over 800 pages. Upon the 
oral argument it wag ascertained that 
the Clerk, at the request of counsel, 
had, with other irrelevant matter, 
inserted all the testimony submitted 
at the trial although not embodied in 
any bill of exceptions. 


At the close of the argument we 


made an order that tha transcript be 
returned to the Clerk of Washoa 
county with instructions to eliminate 
therefrom 
all 
matters 
contained 


therein that were not, by the pro- 
visions of sections 450 and dSO of the 
Criminal Practice Act (1 Compiled 
Laws, 2075, 2105), made part of the 
record in a criminal case. It came 
br.ck with only 115 pages, and still 
contains an affidavit mado by T. W. 
W. Pavies, of counsel for appellant, 
Betting forth what is claimed to have 
been an irregularity upon the part of 
the counsel for the State in his clos- 
mg argument to the jury, and the 
instructions given to the jury by 
the court of its own motion. 


These ought not to have beon in- 


cluded in the transcript, because not 
embodied in any bill of exceptions. 


After what has been said by this 


! Court in The State vs. Forsha, 8 
Nev., 137; State vs. Burns, 8 Nev., 
251; State vs. Huff, 11 Nev., 17; State 
vs. Larkin, 11 Nev., 314; State vs. 
Rover, 11 Nov., 313; State vs. Ah 
Mook, 12 Nov..—; and State vs. Sam 
Mills, 12 Nev., —, there is certainly 
no excuse in encumbering the tran- 
script on appeal with any matter not 
authorized by sections 4jO and '180 
of the Criminal Practice Act. If the 
County Clerks will remember that it 
is their duty not to insert anything 
in the transcript, whether aaked for 
or not, except aa provided for by said 
sections, and that they are not entitled 
to any pay for services performed iu 
copying papers, documents or state- 
ments that are not made any part of 
the record in a criminal case, tliey 
would hereafter save themselves some 
trouble and the counties considerable 
expense, to say nothing of the un- 
necessary task so often imposed upon 
this Court of sifting the taie from 
the wheat and expelling the chaff 
fiotn the transcript. 


The points made by appellant's 


counsel, that arc based upon the 
record, will be noticed in their regu- 
lar order:

supplied. 


The provisions of the law respect- 


ing the manner in which the state- 
ment may be taken having been com 
plied with, the statement was admis- 
sible in evidence against Ihe defend- 
ant, upon the trial of the case, under 
the general principles applicable to 
the 
adoiissabilitv 
of 
confessions.

The time of introducing the state- 


ment was optional with the the coun 
sel for the prosecution. 


3. The prosecuting witness, Mc- 


Worthy, after testifying that he came 
from the camp where the homicide 
had been committed to Clark ant 
Osburn's station, and had gone from 
there to Mill City and to Winne- 
mncca. where he made a complain! 
before a Justice of the Peace. a?cus 
ing Rover of the murder of I. N 
Sharp, was asked by counsel for iht 
Stale: "What caused or 
inducec 


you to make this complaint agains 
Rover?" He answered, among other 
things, as follows: 


"By enquiries and from what Ro 


ver told me that Sharp said he was 
going to Wright's ranch. When ] 
inquired for him at Osburn's ranch 
Mr. Clark stood there, and after Mr. 
Osburn sayinar he had not seen him, 
Mr. Ciarli hesays: 'I justcamefrorr. 
Wright's ranch, and I do not think 
he is there." Mrs. Osburn then says 
•That man Rover has murdered him, 
«od I says: 'I guess not, he was too 
cowardly — wouldn't murder 
any- 


thing.' Mrs Osburn says: 'It's cow- 
ards that do anch things".'" 


The portions of this answer par 


—viz: the declarations of Mrs. Os- 
burn—were, upon motion, stricken 
out. 
It was theiefore the duty of 


the jury to disregard them without 
any special instruction from the 
Court to that effect. 
Where testi- 


mony is stricken out it is, we believe, 
the usual custom for courts in the 
trial of criminal cases to instruct, tha 
jury to disregard the evidence, and 
it is perhaps the better practice, out 
of abundant caution to do so; but 
the appellant has no causa of co;n- 
plaint upon this ground unless he 
affirmatively shows that tt.e Court, 
upon request, refused to so instruct 
the jury. 


The Court did not err in allowing 


the witness McWorthy, in answer to 
the question asked by counsel, to 
detail the efforts he had made to 
learn the whereabouts of the de- 
ceased. 
The defendant Rover, in 


bis voluntary statement before the 
committing Magistrate, had accused 
the witness McWorthy of being the 
murderer of Sharp, and the jury 
were called upon to determine, among 
other things, whether this accusation 
was true or false. 


The declarations of third persons 


were not called out by the prosecu- 
tion for the purpose of being used as 
evidence against Rover, but were in- 
troduced simply for the purpose of 
explaining the conduct of the wit 
ness McWorthy, so that the jury 
might determine therefrom whether 
he acted in good faith, or whether, 
being himself the real murderer, he 
had falsely made the charge against 
Rover for the purpose of directing 
the attention of the public to the 
accused and diverting it from him- 
self. 
To that extent it was proper 


for the witness in detailing the steps 
he had taken to state what answers 
were given to the inquiries made by 
him. 
(1 Greenl. on Ev., Sec. 100, 


101; 1 Whart. Cr. Law, Sec. GC3; 
State vs. Fox, 25 N. J., 567.) 


4. The objections urged by appel- 


lant's counsel,,that the Court erred 
in having the verdict read to the jury 
and recorded on Sunday, and in dis- 
arguiug the jury and designating a 
day upon which he would pronounce 
a judgment, are wholly untenable. 
The statutes of this State expressly 
provide that the courts may be held 
on Sunday: "To receive a verdict or 
discharge a jury." (1 Compiled Laws, 
955.) 


When the verdict is given, "The 


Clerk must immediately record it in 
full oa the minutes, and must road it 
to the jury and inquire of them 
whether it be their verdict." 
(1 


Compiled Laws, 2043.) 


The power given to the Court to 


sit on Sunday to receive the verdict 
necessarily authorizes it to have the 
verdict then read and recorded, to 
discharge the jury, and make such 
other orders as are incident to the 
wwer given by the statute. 
(Mo- 


Corkle vs. The State, 14Ind., 39. 


5. The Court did not err in rei'us- 


ng to give the second instruction 
asked by defendant's counsel. 
It 


reads as follows: "In order to justify 
the inference of legal guilt from cir- 
cumstantial evidence the existence of 
he inculpatory facts must be abso- 
utely incompatible with the inno- 
cence of the accused, and incapable 
of explanation upon any other reas 
onable hypothesis than that of his 
_nilt. 
This is the fundamental rule 


;>y which the relevancy and effect of 
arcumstantiai evidence must be esti- 
mated." This instruction is copied 
rom Wills on Circumstantial Evi- 
dence, 149. 


Burrill states the rule correctly, as 


follows: "The evidence against tha 
accused must be such us to exclude, 
to a moral certainty, overy hypoth- 
isis but that of his guilt of the of 
fense imputed to him." 
{Burrill on 


Cir. Ev., 737.) He says the rule has 
been otherwise stated by Wills, and 
without commenting upon the dif- 
ference in the language adds that this 
rule "is the great test rule of all pre- 
sumptive proof." 
The court in this 


case was fully justified iu refusing 
the instruction upon the authority cf 
The Stale vs. O'Connor, 11 Nev. 
410, on the ground that it had al- 
ready been given in substance in the 
second instruction asked by tha pros- 
ecution (copied from People vs. Cro 
nin, 31 Cal., 194), and the first in- 
struction asked by defendant (copied 
from People vs. Dick, 32 Cal., 215.' 


The ruling ought, however, to b 


sustained upon 
broader 
grounds. 


The words "absolutely incompatible,' 
as contained in the instruction, in 
their usual signification, imply thai 
the proof of defendant's guilt rnus' 
be established beyond the possibility 
of a doubt. 
This is uot the law 


(State vs. Ferguson. 9 Nev., 118 
State vs. Nelson, 11 Nev., 340.) 
"The law," as was said by the Su 
preme Court of California in The 
People vs. Murray, "requires thai 
the facts shall not only be consisten 
with tho guilt of the accused, but in 
consistent with any other rationa 


the mining camp subsequent to the 
time when, according to the defen- 
dant's owe statement, he had seen 
him killed and buried at the camp. 
If the evidence was hearsay it tended 
only to prove a fact conceded by de- 
fendant—that Sharp, the dectased, 
had not left the camp. 


I concur in the judgment and in all 


other particulars in the opinion of 
the Chief Justice.
